mcdai, "to confer upon you as the CommanderIn Chief of the valiant American
soldiers who fought in France the highestdecoration of my Government."

Accepting the honor on behalf of fhe
American Army Gen. Pershing expressed
his "deepest gratitude," adding that It
was a "particular pleasure to receive
ihe MedaiUe M litalre from the French
General who commanded the first Amer|can troops to enter tho firing line In
France."

COURT O* HONOR NAMES
PRESIDENT OF CHILE

Santiago, Chile, Oct. 1..The Court
of Honor, which lias been considering
the claims to the Presidency of Arturo
Alessandrl. nominee of the Liberal Al'llance, and Luis Darros Borgono, candl!date of the Liberal Unionists, decided
by a vote o' 5 to 2 that Honor A'cesundrl
is entitled to the Presidency. The court
held that Senor Alessandrl received 177
electoral votes and Senor Borgono 176.
A ioint session of Congress will be

convoked Monday next to proclaim the
successful candidate for the Presidency
of the republic.

Arturo Alessandrl Is the radical
lender of Chile and chief of the Liberal
Alliance, formed by factions of the
Democratic and Liberal parties and by
the Radical party, which now is In
power for the first time In the history
of the country. The platform upon
which he was elected embraces many
refoims. H< proposes to reform the
Chilean Constitution of 1833, abrogate
the present parliamentary system of
Chile and give a greater degTee of autonomyto the provlnees. His social
progrnmme Is extremely advanced and
Includes the adoption of far -caching
reforms, among them a heavy tax on

private wealth.
